A police search has been institut- 
ed for Herman C. Becker, 40-year- 
old assistant cashier of the Lemay 
Ferry Bank, who disappeared 
Wednesday morning, apparently as 
a result of heat prostration. 

Beckér’s wife said he had been 
ill for three weeks, following his 
collapse from the heat while re 
building his clubhouse on the Mer- 
amec River. He had complained of 
being dizzy, Mrs. Becker said, but 
had declined to see a physician. 

Day before yesterday Becker left 
his home, 308 Bellerive boulevard, 
at 7:30 a. m. driving his Packard 
coupe, as was his custom. Follow- 
ing his regular procedure, he called 
on his mother, Mrs. Anna Becker, 
502 Bellerive boulevard. A short 
distance from her home he aban- 
doned hig automobiie, An acquaint- 
ance saw him an. hour later, walk- 
ing north in Broadway near LEich- 
elberger street, carrying his coat. 
He was mopping his forehead, the 
acquaintance told Mrs. Becker, and 
look unkempt. 

Mrs, Anna Becker noticed noth- 
ing unusual] about her son Wednes- 
day morning, she told the 
Post-Dispatch. “He calls on me 
every orning before going to 
work,” she said. “He asked me how 
I felt and I told him better and 
he said that was good and left.” 

Becker is six feet one incn tall, 
weighs 220 pounds, has black hair 
and brown eyes. When he left home 
h. was wearing gray trousers, white 
shirt and a gray cap, and was car- 
rying a dark blue coat. 

Mrs. Becker related that her hus- 
band had complained of being dizzy 
and ill Monday but said he was bet- 
ter Tuesday. Tuesday night he 
went to a meeting of the Cafonde- 
let Lions’ Club. Fellow members 
were surprised to note that he ate 
nothing although usually his appe- 
tite was excellent. “He drank two 
bottles of white soda,” one of them 
told Mrs. Becker. “and lay on the 
grass all evening, petting a dog 
and paying no attention to any- 
body.”

St. Louis County has been placed

1 WEEKS IMPROVING 


Victim of Auto Accident Fatal 
. to Companion Shows 
Marked Change. 


A marked improvement in the 
condition of Emmett V. Thompson 
Jr., who has been unconscious for 
seven weeks at County Hospital 
with a fractured skull, suffered in 
an automobile accident June 1, was 
reported today by the surgeon in 
charge. 

“The condition is entirely a re-

At present Thompson’s muscular 
reflexes are in perfect condition. 
He responds to simple commands

in the room. He keeps his eyes 
open all day, and the pupils react 
to light. 

“Ee looks well,” the surgeon said, 
“and has lost some weight, but his 
body is functioning normally.” 
Though he is now able to swallow,

and burned up pastures.

Emergency — Barton, Camden, 
Carroll, Dade, Dallas, Franklin, 
Gasconade, Greene, Hickory, Jack- 
son, Jasper, Johnson, Laclede, La- 
fayette, Miller, Osage, Polk, &t. 
Charles, St. Louis and Saline. 
Secondary—Bollinger, Crawford, 
Iron, Jefferson, Madison, Maries, 
Perry, Phelps, Pulaski, Ripley, St. 
Francois, St. Genevieve, Washing- 
ton and Wayne. 

These additions fncreased to 81 
the number of Missouri counties in 
emergency drouth area classifica- 
tion; most of the others have been 
designated as secondary areas. A 
few not included in Southeastern 
Missouri, were described by Can- 
non as being in “pretty fair shape. m 
‘Agriculture Department officials 
told Cannon that Missouri was the 
driest State in the country for July 
so far, on a basis of precipitation.

Warden Halts Wholesale Delivery

Rioting prisoners in the county jail 
here today flooded the main cell 
block, smashed windows and tore 
out plumbing dnd Nght fixtures in 
an unsuccessful effort at a whole 
sale jail delivery.

| AFTER 19 YEARS 


Will Leave 130-Year-Old 


Republic on Aug. 10 
With Memories of Rev- 
olution and Bloodshed.

“PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, July 
20.—After 19 years in the jungies 
and mountains of Haiti, United 
States marines on Aug. 10 will say, 
good-by to this 130-year-old repub- 
lic. They will turn their backs on 
memories of revolution, fire and 
bloodshed. 

The occupation has been the sub. 
ject of much controversy. Some 
have charged the United States 
with establishing a dictatorship at 
the points of bayonets and of op- 
pressing the people of the island. 

When the marines landed in the 
latter part of July, 1915, the Presi- 
dent of the republic had just been 
murdered. Guillaume Sam, the 
slain executive, was one of the 24 
Presidents to serve in the previous 
108 years. Seventeen were driven 
from office and two were assagsi- 
nated. Eleven have served less than 
a year each. 

.In the words of a marine corps 
communique: “Events prior to 1915 
had completely shattered the faith 
of the Haitians in their own gov 
ernment or that of any other na- 
tion. _Disgruntied natives banded 
together in the hills and lived by 
the law of the jungle. 

“Sanitation was unknown. Many 
of the highways were muddy 
morasses, crossed by unbridged 
tropical streams. Education, except 
for the ruling classes, was virtually 
nonexistent.

There were technical barriers to its progress which 
gave undue strength *o its opponents. Mr. Caulfield 
told in these words what the chief obstacle was:

There the court held that, in so far as the 
statutes governing disbarments were reasonable, 
the courts were bound by them. The statutes 
held to be reasonable provided that if the disbar- 
ment was to be based upon charges amounting 
to iridictable offenses, the facts must Be deter- 
mined by a jury in a criminal proceeding, the 
disbarment’ court to be bound by an ittal. 
Thus, the type of lawyer permitted to practice 
before our courts was to be determined by juries 
—at least where the lawyers were charged with 
indictable offenses. 

The parallel between the bar reform sought then 
and the reform in criminal procedure sought now is 
impressive. One Legislature after another turned its 
back upon the criminal codes demanded by such men 
as the late Gov. Hadley, Prof. Raymond Moley and 
Guy A. Thompson. 

“But the day of our deliverance came,” Mr. Cau)- 
field said. “In a recent case (in re Richards, 63 8. 
W. (second) 672), a lawyer had been charged with be- 
ing involved in a kidnaping, an indictable offense. 
He was acquitted by a jury. Nevertheless, the Bar 
Association of Missouri sought his disbarment. Our 
Supreme Court rendered its judgment of disbarment, 
declaring itself possessed of the inherent power to 
disbar, independent of the Legislature.” 

The court placed the judiciary upon the high 
ground of an independent department of government, 
one fully clothed with authority to purge the legal 
profession of any impurity affecting the processes of 
pure justice. It characterized the ruling in the Sel- 
leck case as a “judicial aberratign,” and it indubita- 
bly established its own purifying powers above any 
legislative act. 

The effort to incorporate the bar had therefore 
been redundant, As soon as this ruling was made, 
the bar associations moved to organize disciplinary 
machinery under it. The court appointed a com- 
mission, of which Mr. Caulfield was chairman, to 
perfect this machinery. When the commission made 
its recommendations, the court promptly accepted 
them. ! ; 

“The action,” said the former Governor, “resulted 
not only in raising the standards for admission to the 
bar, but in placing those standards definitely in the 
keeping of the judicial department of government. 
By the court's adoption of the canon of ethics of, 
the American Bar Association as the measure of 
conduct and responsibility for Missouri lawyers, 
quoting from Jesse W. Barrett, president of the Mis- 
souri Bar Association, ‘the subject of ethics has 
passed from the hazy field of New Year’s resolutions 
into definite rules of law.’” 

Bar committees of four members each are to be es- 
tablished in each of the 38 judicial circuits of Mis- 
souri. They will be adequately financed, and will 
have behind them the authority of the Supreme 
Court. There is still work to do, but the battle for 
bar reform in Missouri is won. 

The moral is plain. If the bar battle could be won 
after 20 years, the fight for a new criminal procedure 
in the. State can be won. The one victory should in- 
spire another.

Montana’s two Democratic United States Senators 
faced the voters in that State’s primary this week. 
One of them, Senator Burton K. Wheeler, who intro- 
duced the resolution which led to the forced resig- 
nation of Harry M. Daugherty from the post of At- 
torney-General 10 years ago, was renominated by a 
large majority for a third six-year term. The other, 
Senator John E. Erickson, seeking nomination for the 
short term created by the death of the late Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh, came out third in his race. 

Various factors doubtless entered into the defeat 
of Senator Erickson while his colleague was winning, 
but there is one which observers at a distance will 
be likely to think important. When Senator Walsh 
died a year ago last spring, Erftkson gat in the 
Governor's chair. Resigning that important post, he 
was, 11 minutes later, appointed to the Senate va- 
cancy by his successor, Frank H. Cooney, who had 
been Lieutenant-Governor. Such a maneuver could 
hardly have been made without a previous under- 
standing; it was apparent that Erickson stepped into 
the shoes of the great Montanan because he had it in 
his power to do so. 

Governors are called on too frequently to name 
temporary Senators for procedure of that kind to be 
tolerated.

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ENRICHING THE CITY ART MUSEUM. 


The permanent collections of the City Art Museum 
are enriched by the additions which have just been 
announced. Whether the seventeenth century paint- 
ing of the Spanish military leader by Rubens is the 
museum’s finest picture, as President La Beaume of 
the Board of Control believes, it would be difficult, 
from the standpoint of art history, to overstate the 
importance of having this Flemish artist represented 
among the city’s art treasures. The good judgment 
of the museum management in purchasing Georges 
Seurat’s “Port-en-Bession: The Outer Harbor,” is 
witnessed by the fact that the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago has borrowed it for the current Century of 
Progress exhibition. In the study for “The Barque 
of Dante,” by Eugene Delacroix, the museum acquires 
a canvas from the early career of the Frenchman 
who was to return color to the high place which it 
had previously occupied in his nation’s art. The late 
Albert P. Ryder’s “Night and the Clouds” and Henry 
Lee McFee's “Still Life, Gréen Fruit” are notable 
additions to the paintings by ‘modern Americans in 
the institution on Art Hiil.

ECOVERY in agriculture was to have 

been the spearhead of the New Deal’s 

advance. To the New Dealers, the theo- 
ry of recovery seemed plain enough: re- 
store the purchasing power of the agricul- 
tural population, which represented one- 
fourth of the nation’s total, and we should 
be launched again-on another wave of pros- 
perity. The surpluses of cash crops were 
the heart of the difficulty; eliminate them, 


/by destruction if necessary, and the state of 


agriculture would be healthy once more. 
The Agricultural Adjustment Act, there- 
fore, promised bonuses to the growers of 
the leading commercial crops on the basis 
of the voluntary restriction of acreage. 
Acreage was cut and the subsidy (which 
came out of the pockets of the consumers) 
was paid; but the administration quickly 
found that acreage reduction was not syn- 
onymous with yield reduction, and that 
higher farm prices did not necessarily imply 
in agricultural purchasing power. 
Cotton was typical. The plow-up campaign 
of 1933 eliminated fully one-fourth of the 
acreagé under cultivation, reducing the 
growing crop’s area from 41,000,000 to 30,- 
000,000 acres. But, thanks to intensive cul- 
tivation and the use of fertilizer, the yield 
per acre, which for the preceding five-year 
had averaged 174 pounds, increased 
to over 209 pounds. The year’s crop was 
13,177,000 bales, equal’to that of 1932; and 
the carry-over of 11,500,000 bales was cut

HE Civic Research Institute of Kansas

The drouth is the chief subject of 
conversation at the food markets. 
If you complain about the price of 
some vegetable or fruit, your deal- 
er will tell you that the advance is 

caused by the drouth. If your ob- 
jection is to the quality, he will 
explain that dry weather is the rea- 
son. But, despite. the drouth, of- 
ferings in both ‘fruit and vegetable 
lines are fairly complete. Very few 
items are absent entirely and, al- 
though there is some shortage of 
home-grown produce, shipped-in 
stuffs appear fresh and green. 

The supply of cantaloupes seems 
to be the most plentiful of any of 
the home-grown items. The price 
is reasonable and the quality is con- 
BSidered good. Cucumbers from 
neighboring gardens are cheap and 
the supply fs abundant. There is 
some home-grown leaf spinach and 
Colorado and Texas are also ship- 
ping spinach into the St. Louis mar- 
kets. Kale is entirely absent, but 
mustard greens from the surround- 
ing territory furnishes another 
choice in greens. Colorado is sup- 
plying most of the green beans and 
the quality is excellent. The sup- 
ply of home-grown beans is some- 
what scarce, Eggplant seems to 
have withstood our long dry spell 
better than any other of the vege- 
tables, but the peppers show dis- 
tinct evidence of lack of rain, 

Peas Cheaper. 

Shipped-in peas are cheaper than 
they have been at any time this 
year and the supply of home-grown 
peas is limited. Hom toma- 
toes are high—almost double in 
price compared with this time last 
year — and show signs of the 
drouth. Fancy hot-house tomatoes, 
commanding a little higher price, 
are firm and even in size. There 


jis plenty of corn on the market, but 


itis not well filled out. Some gold- 
en bantam is to be seen. The price 
of the local crop of potatoes is very 
low. 

Colorado cauliflower is white and 
firm and iceberg lettuce is reason- 
able. Celery is also showing a 
downward trend in price. That on 
the markets now is quite choice 
and tender. 

California is sending us some ex- 
ceptionally nice grapes, apricots, 
plums and pears and they are all 
reasonably priced. Thompson seed- 
less grapes are arriving in larger 
shipments and the price is down 
a bit. Besides the large blue and 
yellow plums on the market, there 
are a few of the small-home-grown 
wild plums. ‘Pears are getting 
cheaper and are very reasonable 
for this time of the year. The Bart- 
letts seem to be the only type at 
present and the home-grown sickel 
pears will not make their appear- 
ance for some time. Bananas seem 
to be more plentiful than any time 
this year and although the price is 
fairly high, the quality is extra nice. 
The first of the Alberta peaches ar- 
rived for the St. Louis market this 
week and the price is a little low- 
er than original shipments last 
year. Greene apples are attaining 
a better size. and there are a few 
regular pie cherries coming in from 
Michigan. Blackberries, large and 
small, red raspberries, gooseberries 
and currants are all obtainable,

At a hearing held by the board of 
review, educators, ministers and 
doctors testified that their tunds 
came largely from the Duke’ Power 
Co. and that anything which served 
to interfere with the revenues of 
that company would jeopardize the 
institutions which they. directed. 

Under the terms ofthe will of the 
late James B. Duke, who built a for 
tune in tobacco and electric power, 
a portion of the Duke estate was 
put in a trust fund, the income of 
which is distributed among a vari- 
ety of institutions in the Piedmont 
area of the Carolinas. The Duke 
utility system is also concentrated 
in the Piedmont région, 

Doris Duke, the so-called richest 
girl in the world, received the bal- 
ance of the Duke millions, apart 
from a trust fund set aside for her 
mother, the principal of which re- 
verts to the Duke Foundation upon 
Mrs. Duke’s death.

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NEW TRIAL GRANTED IN SUIT 
OVER FEDERAL BUILDING SITE 


Judge Calhoun Rules No Fraud in 
Sale Was Shown by 
Plaintiffs. 

A motion by the defendants for 
a new trial in litigation over former 
ownership of the greater part of 
the site of the new Federal Build- 
ing, now being erected at Twelfth 
and Market streets, was sustained 
today by Circuit Judge Calhoun. 
The suit was brought some years 
ago by heirs of the late Mrs. Caro- 
line J. Peper, former owner, against 
Oreon E. Scott and his brother, 
Raymond G. Scott, partner in the 
real estate business. 

Oreon Scott bid in the Peper 
property at a foreclosure sale in 
1922. The plaintiffs charged he was 
obligated under a contract to act as 
agent for the estate in the purchase 
and turn the property over to the 
estate for $25,000. He asserted the 
heirs violated the agreement. In 
1928 Circuit Judge Ossing held in 
favor of the estate, but the inter- 
locutory decree in the case was not 
filed until last October. 

Judge Calhoun held in his ruling 
on the new trial motion that the 
plaintiffs had failed to show any 
fraud in the sale and that the con- 
tract fully expressed the facts of 
the agreement. In the meantime, 
the Government acquired -the site, 
placing $666,000 in escrow as net 
cash payment for the property in 
litigation.

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Hew Scientists Are Preventing 
— Spread of Malaria Germs 


By Logan Clendening, M.D. 


Y EARLIEST memory of 
childhood is connected with 
a little creek that ran near 
my home in Southern Alabama. 


“My contribution to the beautiful 
flower garden was some lily pools 
made by burying barrels with the 
mouth openings level with the sur 
face of the ground. I soon had wa-' 
ter lilies and also rafts of mos 
quito eggs, wiggletails, tumblers, 
and by watching I learned about 
eggs and tumblers hatching from 
them. But alas! the house filled 
with mosquitoes,’ and my father 
ordered me to fill up the pools with 
dirt. 

“Like all little boys in trouble I 
went to my mother, who knew more 
about public health than most of 
us have learned in a lifetime, and 
she suggested that I go down to the 
creek and catch a few minnows to 
put in the pools. This I did, and 


“Gentlemen, I was doing success- 
ful mosquito control 55 years ago, 
before most of you were born.” 

So says a Southern health of- 
ficer. _ 

Frequently in mosquito country 
creeks run along for miles and 
then disappear fnto the ground 
and form pools in lime sinks, which 
are below the surface of the creek, 
Clearing these pools of moss and 
other thick vegetation and intro- 
ducing minnows is the cheapest, as 
well as one of the most effective 
ways to control breeding of mos

The plan was used in 
Italy several years ago, and the 
pools became so thick with min- 
nows that the. cattle refused to 
drink, but in that district malaria 
was reduced almost to a vanishing 
point. | 

Besides minnows, a number of 
water beetles and insects are voca- 
cious destroyers of mosquito larvae. 

Next to screening houses, the de- 
struction of the mosquito in its 
immature form is the most im- 
portant method of preventing ma- 
laria. 

The mosquito lays her eggs on 
the surface.of fresh or bradkish 
water, and within a few hours or 
days, depending upon the temper- 
ature, they hatch out into the larval 
stage. These larvae are called 
“wiggietails,” and swim, usually, 
close to the surface of the water in 
which the eggs have been depos-
